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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-24 allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: While the prior art teaches the use of a PFM with a fixed current threshold or 
a variable current threshold, no motivation exists to combine the two into a dual mode 
controller.

Conclusion

continuous mode and a burst mode with a variable threshold but lacks a fixed threshold. 
Baldwin (US 6,696,861) and Grant (US 6,348780) disclose converters utilizing a 
hysteretic comparator. Ramsey (US 6,215,288) discloses a variable current threshold 
that is a function of the switching frequency.
